MAJOR BLACKS MASTERLY ORATION 


His Eloquent Tribute to the Confeder- 
ate Soldier and Statesman—Gen- 
eral Boynton Talks of Beef. ~ 
Gov. Candler’s Address 
of Acceptance,

Chickamauga Park, Ga., May 4.—(Special.) 
The most interesting event that has oc- 
curred at Chickamauga park since it was 
set apart as a government reservation for 
the purpose of properly commemorating the 
stirring events of 186 which made this 
ground historic was the celebration of Geor- 
gia day, carrying with it the formal pre- 


sentation to the park authorities of the | 


magnificent monument which Georgia has 
erected to the valor of her sons who played 
so important a part in the making of that 


history. 

It was a day in which every Georgian may 
well feel pride. The events of today were 
not only the most interesting that the park 
has witnessed since its establishment, but 
it was a day most important in the history 
of Georgia. The monument which marks 
Georgia's place in the great battles fought 
here is one in which every Georgian can 
feel a personal pride. It is undoubtedly the 
handsomest of all those that the states 
have erected on the battlefield. Other 
states have spent more money, but there 
is nothing that can compare with the re- 
sults attained by the Georgia commission. 
The Kentucky monument is next to this, 
but it is neither so imposing nor as ar- 
tistic, 

Exercises in Thorough Keeping. 

In keeping with the superiority of the 
monument, Georgia’s celebration proved 
the most successful of all that the park has 
seen. The crowd was the largest, the ar- 
rangements were perfect, all of the speech- 
es were excellent, while the oration of the 
day was one of the most magnificent efforts 
of its kind ever uttered. 

In a mental review of the events of the 
day, this oration of Major J. C. C. Black 
stands out as the event most notable. It was 
the highest type of oratory. It was a most 
eloquent presentation of the cause of the 
confederate soldier—not apology or fawn- 
ing, but such a tribute to southern valor 
as the subject deserves—which is saying 
everything that could be said. Nor was the 
statesman forgotten in the tribute to the 
valer of the soldier. Major Black’s eloquent 
references to Jefferson Davis will fing hear- 
ty echo in every southern heart just as it 
received today the most hearty and enthu- 
Siastic applause from all within the sound 
of the orator’s voice. The speech was in- 
deed a masterpiece. 

In the course of his remarks, General 
Boynton, the chairman of the Chickamau- 
ga park commission, found opportunity to 
contrast the work of the generals of that 
day with ‘certain others who cry ‘beef,’ 
‘beef,’’’ his reference being, of course, to 
General Miles. He made eloquent defens 
of the secretary of ‘war, whose representa- 
tive, as chairman of the commission, he is. 

The day was in every respect perfect. The 
weather man had predicted rain and hail,

but he was considerate enough to hold all 
this back until after the exercises at the 
park had been completed. As it was, the 
weather during the stay of the Georgia par- 
ty here was ideal. The crowd numbered 
Several thousand people and the enthusiasm 
displayed was of the Georgia kind—just 
Such as the occasion deserved. 

This monument on Chickamauga sol]: is 
the first which the State of Georgia has 
ever erected to commemorate the valor of 
her sons, who fought for the confederacy, 
and it is a monument worthy such a cause. 

Crowds Came Early. 

The exercises were set for 10 o'clock. Sev- 
eral hours earlier the people began flocking 
to the park. They came from Chattanooga 
and down the road by train and from all 
parts of the surrounding country in wa- 
€0ns and vehicles of all kinds, each crowd- 
ed to its fullest capacity. Picnic parties 


“Were scattered all over the great reserva- 


tion. Many of the thrifty north Georgia 
farmers, after bringing their families to the 
scene, left the women and children to wan- 
der about the different points of interest, 
While they, with their carriages and bug- 
Sies, added to the stock of their worldly 
possessions by carrying passengers from 
the depot to the monument, about a mile 


| away. 


The arrival of Governor Candler and his 
party at the depot created great enthusiasm 
among the several hundred people who had 
gathered there to await their coming. Geor- 
gia'’s official contingent had a Pleasant but 
uneventful run down from Chattanodga. 
Despite yesterday's celebrations incident to 
Kentucky day, the governor and the mem- 
bers of his party were up bright and early. 
The Southern hotel, which was headquar- 
ters for the party in Chattanooga, present- 
ed an animated scene from an early hour. 
When the time came to take the train 
for Chickamauga a large number of other 
Georgians had appeared on the scene and 
there was a jolly time renewing old ac- 
quaintances and making new ones. 

Arrived at Lytle, the park station, the 
members of the staff were soon mounted on 
fiery steeds in waiting for them, and under 
their escort, 
distinguished guests were driven to the 
monument. Their arrival there was greeted 
by a great deal of enthusiasm. The Chat- 
tanooga band, which had come on an earlier 


train, struck up a lively march as the party 
came in sight and there was great cheering 


on the part of the crowd which, by this 
time, filled all the space in the vicinity of 
the monument and the stand. 


Some Netable Visitors. 


There was no unnecessary delay in the 
exercises. General Boynton and Colonel 
Smith, of the park commiesion, had come 
on an earlier train and the members of the 
Georgia Society, of Chattanvoga, headed 
by Hon. Garrett Andrews, its president, 
were there with a large delegation of For- 
rest camp of Confederate Veterans to greet 
the visitors.

The Georgia state commission was repre- 
sented by Captain Everett, ex-Governor 
Boynton and Hon. Gordan Lee. Neither 


Colonel Kell nor Major Cumming were 
able to be present. 

The arrival of the governor and his party 
was the signal for the rapid filling of the 
speaker’s stand by those who had the 
entree there. The section of the seats in 
front of the stand was reserved for the 
Georgia society; and not only was every 
available seat occupied, but there were 
several hundred people standing up in the 
hot sun all around the stand, while many 
others found seats in the more. shady 


| places under the trees within earshot of the 


voices of the speakers. 

Captain Everett, chairman of the Georgia 
commission, opened the exercises by pre- 
senting Chancellor Boggs, of the University 
of Georgia, who offered a fervent and pa- 
triotic prayer appropriate to the occasion. 

After the prayer there was music by the 
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band, and then Mr. Gordon Lee announced 
for the commission its great regret at the 
inability of Major Cumming to be present. 
He stated that Major Cumming is confined 
to his home by illness. The commission 
had especially hoped to have him make 
the formal presentation of the monument 
to the state, because of his familiarity not 
only with the work, but with all the events 
which made this place historic. In his ab- 
sence Mr. Lee read the remarks which Ma- 
jor Cumming had prepared. These were as 
follows: 

“Your Excellency—As is well Known to 
you and many others of this audience, the 
legislature of Georgia, at its session in 
1894, created the ‘state memorial board.’ 
The act made the adjutant general of the 
state, Colone] J. McIntosh Kell, ex-officio 
chairman of the board. Your immediate 
predecessor in the high office held by you 
honored Captain W. S. Everett, Colonel 
James S. Boynton, Mr. Gordon Lee and my- 
self by appointing us to the other four 
places, and thus the board was constituted. 

“The act creating the board prescribed for 
it many, but rather indefinite, duties, but 
the same legislature, at its next session, 
appropriated $25,000 and charged the board 
with the work of applying that sum to the 
erection of a monument, vr monuments, on 
this the greatest of the many battlefields 
within the borders of the state. 

‘‘No member of the board could claim any 
special knowledge or fitness for the task. 
They could only bring to 1t zeal and devo- 
tion born of a deep rooted and chertshed 
sentiment. The board, at their first busi- 
ness meeting, decided to expend the great 
bulk of the sum appropriated o1 a single 
imposing montiMent, and to use as much 
‘as was necessary of what was left after 
this principal object was attained in mark- 
ing the positions on the Meld where Georgia 
troops fought and fell during the two days 
of the great battle. 

“The work of this board is accomplished, 
and here it stands, to encounter the criti- 
cism not only of the present hour, but of 
ages to come. They @eliver it to »ou ‘or 
the state of Georgia with the hope, rot free 
from distrust, that their efforts have pro- 
duced a satisfactory result. But they can 
say unreservedly that whatever feelings 
they may entertain touching the profoundly 
interesting task, unsought but accepted by 


them, all such feelings are tempered by the

EASILY BROUGHT IN 


Senatorial Investigating Committee Is at 
Work in Chicago. 


WITNESSES ARE EXAMINED 


Germany and France Send in Articles 
Said To Be Not Healthy. 


PASSAGE CF LAWS IS ADVOCATED 


Natural Color of Vegetables Is Re- 
stored by Use of Chemicals, 
Which Is Injurious. 


Chicago, May 4.—One of the most iIm- 
portant points sought by the senatorial 
pure food investigation committee at its 
second session here today was the formu- 
lation of legislation not solely for the pro- 
tection of the public against adulterated 
foods manufactured in this country, but 
also against those which are imported. 

The first witness called was Giles Lewis, 
a druggist of’this city, who stated that 
while other countries had laws which pre- 
vented the selling of adulterated goods in 
their own no provisions were 
made against exporting them to foreign 
countries. He said the United States re- 
ceived articles of food made in Germany 


countries, 
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full consciousness on their part of con- 
scientious and painstaking endeavor. 

“As the inscription says: ‘To <he lasting 
memory of her sons who fought on this 
field—those who fought and lived and ‘those 
who fought and died; those who gave 
much and those who gave all—Go2orgla 
erects this monument.’ 

‘“‘Around it sleep slayer and slain, foes in 
the day of battle, but peradventure uner- 
standing each other now, and through all 
the intervening years, for all the coming 
ages, friends perhaps. certainly no longer 
foes. All were brave and all shared equally 
in the hour of death the consolation of the 
conviction common to both, of duty fully 
performed. 

“Glorious was the day of battle, but 
blessed, thrice blessed, are the years of 
peace! This monument stands for both “f 
these, Glory and Peace. For this memorial 
of the valor of her soldiers, Georgia has 
Placed on a costly foundation, laid for it in 
this day of reconciliation, by those against 
whom they fought. 

““‘Glory—giory to all of either side who did 
their duty here--and peace encamp about 
this stately shaft: Glory, perennial as 
Chickamanuga’s stream; Peace, everlasting 
as yon Lookout mountain!” 

The Monument Unveiled. 

As Mr. Lee concluded his reading, the 
band struck up ‘“Dixie,’’ and Miss Myrtle 
Everett, of Atlanta, pulled the cord that 
he'd in place the large flags around the 
figures at the base of the monument. The 
crowd rose and cheered enthusiastically. 
One end of the flag persisted in sticking on 
the end of the gun of the bronze infantry- 
man, who with his Lrothers—the cavalry- 
man and the gunner—stand at the base of 
the grand shaft, and this was taken as sig- 
nificant of the determination of Georgia to 
never again jet go of the glorious stars and 
stripes of a reunited country. 

Governor Candler was greeted by applause 
most enthusiastic as he rose to accept the 
monument from the cOmmission. It was 
several minutes before he could proceed.

DEWEY TEACHES COURTESY. 


Two Million Chinese Soldiers Will Pass 
Before Empress Dowager. 
Vancouver, B. C., May 4.—Recent Hong 
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Kong advices say Admiral Dewey gave a 


French cruiser a lesson in naval courtesy 
recently. When the cruiser Jean Bart ar- 
rived at Manila-she gave a rear admiral’s 
salute. Admiral Dewey ordered the salute 
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and France that would not be used in the 
country where made because of the preserv- 
atives used. : 

Mr. Lewis advocated the passage of a na- 
tional pure food law and the appointment 
of a permanent commission, the duty of 
which would be to prevent the marketing 
of any article of food or drink, domestic 
or imported, that was misrepresented. 

Dr. Wiley gave further information to 
the committee regarding the articles sold in 
this country which were adulterated. 
Among practices that are fraudulent yet 
not poisonous to the health, he mentioned 
the sale of fish of cheap variety and’ grade 
for more expensive kinds, especially fish 
packed in oil, 

The witness sald thatt adulterations of 


food and drink which are injurious to a 
public health could be~ classed in two 
groups—coloring and preserving. The 


methods of coloring green vegetables were 
spoken of in detail. The matter which 
is used mainly in restoring the natural 
color of green peas, the witness declared, 
sometimes was salts of zinc and sometimes 
salts of copper, either of which is pois- 
onous, and the use of which should not 
be permitted. Probably the most com- 
mon chemical used as a preservative, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wiley, Is sallevie acid, 
which is made to a great extent from car- 
bolle acid. It should not be permitted, 
he stated, because ft is very bad for the 
health for those who have weak stomachs. 
Hie ended his testimony regarding the 
subject by saying that no food which was 
offered for sale which contained presrva- 
tives was fit to eat.

REPEAL PASSES HOUSE BY 60 10 dd 


Details of the Caucus Made Known 
During Session of the House and 
Caused a Great Sensation. 
Several Men. Joined 

the Repealers. 4 


Montgomery, Ala., May 4.—(Special.)— 
The house of representatives tonight pass- 
ed the bill providing for the repeal of the 
act calling a constitutional convention to 
be held by av ote of 60 to 33. Forty-one of 
those who voted for repeal were democrats. 
The bill will reach the senate on tomorrow 


| and will pass that body by a vote of 20 to 


10, according to conservative estimates. 

Some sensational politics have happened 
here within twenty-four hours. Last night 
prominent anti-repeal advocates applied to 
leading populist; to hold a caucus .of the 
populist members of. the house, as they 
had certain propositions to make them from 
the democratic executive committee. A 
caucus was accordingly held, at which 
every populist was present. During its 
progress Hon. R. J. Lowe, chairman of the 
state executive committee, and Hon. A. M. 
Tunstall, democratic leader on the floor of 
the house of the anti-repeal forces, were 
announced and spent an hour with the cau- 
cussers. 

Dr. G. B. Crowe, chairman of the populist 
state executive committee, was present in 
the interest of Messrs.-Lowe and Tunstail. 
Mr. Reynolds, of Chilton, presided and Mr. 
Cheatham was secretary. 

Proposition to the Populists. 

Mr. Tunstall spoke first. rie suggested 
that the constitutional convention Dill 
could be amended so as to authorize the 
election of sixty-six delegates from the 
state at-large, instead of thirty-three, of 
which the populists wvould bée aflowed 
thirty, provided the members of the caucus 
would unite with the anti-repeal forces in 
defeating the passage of the repeal bill. 
He suggested that if the convention was 


held the populists would have the thirty: 


members comprehended in the agreement 
he suggested and could elect perhaps thirty 
more of the 100 members from the districts, 
which would give them a fair share of 
strength in the convention. Mr. Tunstall 
stated that the democratic state executive 
committeé would enter into a written con- 
with their votes tn the house, chiefly be- 
agreement and would fortify the executive 
committee's, obligation with other promi- 
nent signers. 

Chairman Lowe then spoke, saying ghat 
Mr. Tunstall had expressed the sentiments 
of the committee and urgea the populists to 
accept the terms, telling them in conclusion 
that if they did not his faction was going 
to win anyhow. 

Messrs. Lowe and Tunstall! then retired 
and a resolution, fashioned in: wording 
after that offered by Mr. Pettus before the 
state executive committee, declining the 
populists’ request for representation on tha 
etate ticket and declaring the caucus had 
no jurisdiction in the matter, was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Another resolution was adopted, declining 
the proposition of Messrs. Lowe and Tun- 
stall and pledging the members of the cau- 
to. vote the Unconditional repeal 
of the convention act.

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Chickamauga park commission: This mon- 
ument and these markers have been erect- 
ed by the state of Georgia to perpetuate 
the memory of all of her sons, living and 
dead, who illustrate@ her on this now histor- 
ic field,and as everlasting reminders of their 
heroism and vator. All men in all ages 
have honored bravery, and those nations 
whose soldiers have fought most bravely 
have in all ages been most honored and 
most powerful. Indeed, among the Ro- 
mans so high did bravery rank among hu- 
man attributes, that the word Was a syn- 
onym for virtue. The same word which 
meant also bravery. If a man was brave 
he was Virtuous, but ?f he was not brave, 
no matter what his other ennobling at- 
tributes, he was not virtuous. 

“Perhaps the sudlimest exhibition of 
patriotism and bravery and devotion to 
principle in the annals of the world was 
When the thirteen American colonies in 
1776 threw off the British yoke and laid 
the corner stone of this fair fabric of 
freedom upon which their descendants 
have erected the grandest republic of all 
the ages. Il am proud that Georgia was 
one of the thirteen. 1 am proud that the 
Georgians who fought on this blootby field 
Were the lineal descendants of the men 
who fought at Camden and Yorktown 
and King’s Mountain and Cowpens. At 
that time Georgia was the youngest, the 
most remote, the most sparsely populated, 
and consequently the least important of 
the British provinces in America. She 
had less cause for complaint at the Brit- 
ish government than any other one of 
them and hence had less incentive to rebel 
against Bristish rule. On the contrary 
she had much for which to be personally 
tor while the parliament had 
enacted no law that injuriously affected 
her people save only the stamp act, which 
had never been enforced within her borders, 
it had spent many thousands of pounds 
in efforts to promote the prosperity and 
welfare of her people, and to protect them 
from the savages who surrounded them. 
in view of all these facts Georgia was 
slow to take up arms against the mother 
country—so slow that her nearest neigh- 
bor, South Carolina, with her zeal. and 
impetuosity which characterizes her peo- 
pie, denounced Georgia as an ‘infamous 
slate,’ and attempted by passing in her 
legislature a nonrintercourse law, to force 
her into revolution. But our sturdy an- 
Ccestors were not to be coerced, but acting 
on the motto which they soon after em- 
blazoned on their escutcheon, ‘wisdom, 
Justice and moderation,’ pursued the even 
tenor of their way, till American blood 
moistened the sod of Bunker’s Hill, and 
it became apparent that reconciliation be- 
tween England and her colonies Was no 
longer possible. Then Georgia flew te 
arms, and put herself in line with her 
northern sisters, regardless of the dangers 
to which she exposed herself at the hands

All of these, no matter 
vuver which flag they feught, were Ameri- 
cans and the deeds of daring and beroic 
achievements of ail of them reflect glory 
on the American name. We in Georgia 
honor ali of them alike because they were 
al Americans and are womhy of honor, 
but we will be pardoned for according 
equal honcr and. more love to the sons of 
Georgia, children of the empire sjfate of 
the south, nursed at her brvast and craWed 
in her arms, who fought here on her own 
soll in obedience to her »ehest, and thus 
honored the name of Gecrgian as well as 
that of American, For ii.is reason we 
erect this monument and inscribe on it 
the names of Georgia’s gailant sons, im- 
mortal times that were not born to die. 

“And now, General Boynton, into your 
hands as the representative of the great 
republic, we give it and ask you to accept 
it and preserve it, that generations yet un- 
born may see and Know the esteem in 
which the heroes whose names we have 
inscribed on its tablets, were held by vs 
and that it may be an inspiration to our 
descendants centuries hence and prompt 
them to deeds of valor in defense of the 
undying principle of the great American 
republic. Such an inspiration it will be. 
The nation and the people who thus honor 
their heroic dead will never want defend- 
ers, I have sometimes thought that the 
fratricidal side of Hfe which rendered this 
field historic was only a part of a plan 
of an inscrutable providence protecting and 
more firmly cementing together the many 
parts of the great country with which 
God has blessed us. These monuments 
and the graves of the four hundred thous- 
and heroes who fell fighting each for what 
he thought was right, may yet be the 
shrines from which future generations will 
draw the inspiration to nerve them to de- 
fend the cardinal doctrines of the faitth 
for which both sides fought. We are not 
the only nations which have been rent 
with fratricidal strife. Rome, the first re- 
public, and Greece ‘the land of scholars 
and the nurse of arms,’ the home of the 
arts and sciences two hundred years ago, 
the nurseries of philosophers, orators, 
scholars and warriors, are full of monu- 
ments and ruins, reminders of the courage 
and manhood of those who left them, Our 
old mother, Engiand, the greatest nation 
on earth save only her American daughter, 
has sufferred the throes of internal strife 
and bloody revolution, and her fair fields 
are dotted with monuments of deadly con- 
flicts between her own sons, but they only 
add to her glory and her grandeur, They 
are only the evidences that her people 
have opinions and the courage to defend 
them. So it is with us. We had con- 
victions on both sides and we were ready 
to die if need be for them. Hence these 
monuments and these graves and the ruins 
they left. They are not a reproach but an 
honor to us. I glory in them because 
they bear testimony to the patriotism and 
valor of my countrymen, my countrymen 
of whom I am proud whether they wore 
the blue or the gray. The graves and mon- 
uments all over this republic and the 
ruin and demolition wrought in the south 
during the four years of fire and blood 
from 1861 to 1865, are but the evidences 
of the valor and heroic devotion and self- 
sacrifice of men who fought the battles 
of that gigantic conflict.

General Boynton and Beef. 

General Boynton, the president of the 
Chickamauga Park commission, . has a way 
of preparing a speech and then branching 
off from that and saying a lot of things in- 
spired by the occasion. This time’ he paid 
his respects especially to General Miles, al- 
though he did not mention that officer by 
name, and at the same time he made strong 
defense of Secretary of War Alger. 

General Boynton began by thanking Gov- 
ernor Candler for his vote in congress 
which had been cast for the park when the 
project was in its incipiency and then Sena- 
tor Bacon for his consistent support, Mr. 
Gordon Lee for his untiring efforts toward 
the same end, and Captain Howell for the 
loyal support which brought the Georgia 
appropriation and incidentally referred to 
the former meeting between Captain 
Howell and himself when the captain and 
his battery were not so popular with the 
men who wore the blue at Chickamauga 
as the captain was now. General Boynton 
added that white his tendency was to thank 
everybody who had contributed toward this 
giorious end, if he tried that he would be 
kept busy until the sun set and he would 
not have told it all. He did, however, say 
something later about Captain Everett 
when praising the Georgia monument, 
which he pronounced a masterpicce, and 
Which he declared had been made so largely 
by Captain Everett’s efforts. 

In the course of his praise of the part 
Georgia soldiers did those days, General 
Boynton contrasted the work of the gen- 
erals on both sides of the line with those 
now in high piaces in the army who “seem 
able to do nothing more than go about cry- 
ing: ‘Beef, beef.’ The soldiers of those 
days were soidiers,”’ he deciared, and in 
telling of the brave work done by the fed- 
€rals in ho'ding out against the wonderful 
charges of the confederates, he said he 
did not believe they could ever have done, 
60 if they had been under the command of 
some the men in high places in the army 
now. 

In the course of his speech General Boyn- 
ton said: 

‘Governor Candler, Representatives of 
Georgia, Ladies and Gentlemen: It is a 
thrilling lesson in patriotism to stand in 
this great park, ceded by the state of Geor- 
gia to the general government, to the end 
that the valor of all soldiers who fought 
here from the north and from the south 
might be suitabiy and impartially com- 
memorated. It emphasizes that lesson to 
think what your spiendid monument signi- 
fles and teaches—a divided nation, a great 
war, fol.owed at length by mutual respect, 
and a reconcilation so perfect as to have 
brought both sections together to fight 
Shouider to shoulder under the one fiag 
of our restored and indissoiuble union—a 
union great and mighty, which, within a 
year, has made a century’s journey and 
Stands today by the censent of the world 
in the fromt rank of the world’s advance. 

“From the inception of this park project 
to this culminating day, when Georga ded- 
tcxtes ard hailon receives the most 
imposing monument yet erected on these 
grounds, representatives of your state have 
been active, earnest and most efficient in 
assisting the national commission. In the 
first gathering of union and confederate 
veterans at Crawlish Spring in 1899 to 
confer as to ways and means of here secur- 
ing a national park, Governor Gordon and 


Hon. Gordon Lee and his associates gave 


* his ambition, 
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cordial welcome and practical help. Later, 
when congress had provided for estabilish- 
ing the pack, Governor Gordon and his 
successors, Governors Northen, Atkinson, 
and lastly you, sir, with the Georgia com- 
mission, and scores of active helpers with 
them, have rendered every aid. When it 
was found that the constitution of your 
state required that public expenditures 
should be made through departments of 
the state government having proper juris- 
diction, and none such existed that could 
properly erect monuments, nothing daunt- 
ed, at one session of your legislature the 
needed department was created, and at the 
next the appropriation was made which 
has resulted in this magnificent monument, 
and fifty minor monuments to Georgia reg- 
iments and batteries on this fleld. 

“In this imposing memorial, (Georgia 
not only sets an example to all the states, 
but calls especially upon. her sister states 
of the south to emulate this. The national 
commission takes great pride In this sort of 
attractive work, first, because it is the mas- 
terpiece upon this Chickamauga park, and 
next, because they feel confident that it 
will ineite every southern state to follow 
where Georgia has led. What one of 
th@se states, with the pride which they 
all possess, can afford to do less than 
Georgia here has done to perpetuate in 
granite and bronze the military prowess 
of her sons? 

“It gives me especial pleasure, on behalf 
of our’ commission, to attest to you, sir, 
the efficient and enthusiastic work per- 
formed through several years by the Geor- 
gia state commission; and also to publicly 
acknowledge the practical assistance ren- 
dered to make this dedication successful Dy 
the large and influential. Georgia society 
recently organized by ladies and gentlemen 
among native Georgians resident in Chatta- 
nooga. 

“It is like breathing exhilarating mount- 
ain air to turn away from the sickening 
talk with which the sensational press of 
the land is seething, and stand on this fleld 
among its veterans who know what war is 
and what it imposes, and recall army 
commanders whom we all knew, who 
fought battles, and, with their men, ate 
what fortune gave them, if it gave them 
anything: instead of spending days and 
nights smelling around commissary stores 
for a chance invoice of spoiled provisions, 
and upon each discovery, filling the land 
and the world with lamentations which 
have only served to detract from the glory 
of results as marvelous as any which his- 
tory affords. 

“IT am proud tg stand in this presence, as 
the representative of the secretary of war, 
an able, honest, fearless and successful 
public servant; a strong, earnest, practi- 
cal and unwavering friend -of this park 
project, and, acting for him,-to receive 
from you, sir, into the lasting keeping of 
the great republic this magnificent me- 
morial which the state of Georgla has 
erected to the valor of her sons.” 

The Orator of the Day. 

Captain Howell introduced Major Black, 
the orator of the day, and in the course of 
his short introduction took occasion to pay 
tribute to the valor of the northern soldier. 
He concluded by presenting Major Black 
as one who knew what Chickamauga meant 
and one whose eloquence had made notable 
many an important occasion of this kind. 

The orator of the day was given a most 
hearty welcome and then proceeded to show 
that all of Captain Howell's predictions 
were well founded. His speech was a nota- 
ble one. It was as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies ard Gentlemen— 
The Athenians inscribed upon ten pillars 
erected over their ashes the names of 
those who fell at Marathon. The spirit 
which animated them was not purer nor 
more elevated than'that which moves US 
to this @ay’s duty, nor the debt they paid 
more justly due than the obligation we now 
discharge. Until this hour we have been 
under bond. That liability is now happily 
and fully met. A noble sentiment prompt- 
ed the purpose to commemorate by fitting 
and enduring memorial the services of 
soldiers who gave, on this very spot, some 
of them much, some of them all, to state 
and country. ‘The accomplishment of this 
worthy object was entrusted to a commis- 
sion. composed of citizens, some of whom 
stood with the men whose services inspired 
that purpose. That all of them were 
worthy of so high an office is witnessed 
by this occasion. A patriotic duty has been 
faithfully and successfully performed. We 
come to celebrate, with appropriate cere- 
monies, the completion of a work begun 
and ended in gratitude and love. The 
foundation of this structure is laid in soil 
once wet with the blood of the brave, and 
its summit crowned with the figure of a 
soldier bearing colors, which never waved 
but in freedom’s cause, and, though for- 
ever furled in defeat, Was never lowered 
in disgrace. AS We come with reverent 
spirits to dedicate it ‘to patriotic and pious 
how impressive the cccasion, how 
On this field, 


cscs, 
auspicious the surroundings. 
brave men fought ard died. When the 
struggle was ended, 27,000 lay dead or 
wourded. On the spot where they stood 
or fell, to all her sons, the living and the 
desd, Georgia erects this memorial shaft. 
As Webster said at Bunker Hill, ‘It is it- 
self the orator of this occason.’ Let it in- 
spire us, and all who look upon it with 
feelings worthy of .ts elevated sentiment 
and purpose. It is the grateful tribute of 
a great state to the devotion and valor of 
her sons, who, for her, surrendered or im- 
periled life. Purchased by the common 
treasure of all the people, it speaks the 
sentiment of every heart. For those who 
give, it speaks of gratitude and love; for 
those to whom given, of those qualities 
and deeds which always, and everywhere, 
evoke the deepest and most enduring ex- 
pression of these noble emotions. It tells 
of the highest civic and military virtues. 
As we look upon it, we are thrilled by its 
recital of love of home, love of country, 
love of liberty. Its speech is of courage— 
of fortitude—of heroism. It teaches the 
state that her sons are brave enough to 
endure suffering, to shed. blood, to surren- 
der life for her sake. It teaches the sons 
of a great commonwealth that service and 
sacrifice for the common weal shall sooner 
or later have fitting recognition. It com- 
memorates the services of the living as 
well as the dead, and so it should be. 
Those who died may more deserve our 
praise; those who live, more need it. The 
living Will soon be dead. ‘Most of them 
will fall asleep on the bosom of the soil 
where they lived, and for the defense of 


| which they were willing to dle. A few may 


rest in other soll, but wherever they find 
sepulchre, they all shall be held in the 
grateful and affectionate memory of the 
common mother whom in life and death 
they have served and honored. Those who 
died here and those who survived the 
battle are alike worthy of the distinctfon 
with which we this day crown them. Those 
who died, because no purer lbation was 
ever poured upon Liberty’s altar than the 
blood they shed. Those who survived, be- 
cause they fought like true soldiers and, 
when overcome, like true men accepted 
defeat without apology, though without re- 
serve. 

‘This monument—no monument, {s need- 
ed to perpetuate the record of the confed- 
erate soldier. The most enduring work of 
human hands may perish, 
shall live. It shall live in history and po- 
etry, in song and fiction. That story, 
brief as it is, so brief that, measured by 
time, it is scarcely a syllable in the great 
volume of human events, is the heritage of 
the world. The glory of his sufferings 
and achievements belong to mankind. It 
shall not be diminished by the lapse of 
years, nor is it tarnished by the cause 
which inspired him. Let it be stated 

gain, and reiterated, untli the truth is ac- 
knowledged, that he did not gu to war to 
perpetuate human slavery. Reared in the 
pursuits of peace, he was not a profession- 
al, but a citizen soldier. Sordid gold neith- 
er bribed nor tempted him. No mercen- 
ary motive prompted or sustained him. 
Neither glory nor spoils of conquest fired

his breast was kindled upon his country’s 
altar, and his costly offérings| of sacrifice’ 
and sufferings—of life | 4 ip tyne, were 
laid on his country’s tn He was no 
traitor. He did not t up ‘arms to' op-* 
pose either the form or principles of the’ 
government—for these were preserved in 
the supreme law of the;mew confederacy. 
He was not disloyal to th egion, under the 
constitution. He lo ith Wevotion 
the principles upon whieh that union was 
founded, as embodied in that constitution, 
and he cherished it with inherited devotion, 
for his ancestors had kept faith with every 
purpose for which it was established. It 
was ordained ‘to form a more perfect 
union’—their biood had cemented the found- 
ations of that union, and no work on that 
magnificent structure was more polished 
and enduring than that wrought by them; 
‘to establish justice’—they had never de- 
manded that which was not theirs by mor- 
al and legal right, and only asked for them- 
selves what they fully conceded to others; 
‘to insure domestic tranqulllity’—they had 
never meddied with the domestic affairs 
of any other state; ‘to provide for the 
common defense,’ in every war on land or 
Sea, the best and bravest of them had 
carried the country’s flag; ‘to secure for 
ourselves and our posterity the blessings of 
liberty’—every protest they uttered against 
federal encroachment wes in the interest 
of the rights of the people, and the equall- 
ty of the Sates. 

“He revered the names and memories of 
the fathers of the republic. Why should 
not he? They were his fathers. He cher- 
ished with patriotic pride the glories of 
that republic. Why should not he? He 
was akin to the men who had achieved 
them. His forefathers, too, had fled from 
persecution. They, too, had helped to 
subdue the savage and the wilderness, and 
erect, and open for all the world a new 
home for freedom. He knelt at the altars 
on which they lit the fires of civil and re- 
ligious liberty. By the graves of her dead, 
on the spot once crimsoned and fdrever 
hallowed by their blood, Georgia declares 
that her sons who here fought, were not 
traitors! To the mflitary student’ who 
may come hither to study the art of war; 
to the traveler who may be attracted here 
to visit the field of a great battle; to who- 
ever may look upon it in this and the 
generations that follow, by this token of 
pride and affection, Georgia proclaims that 
no stain of treason defiles the record of 
her sons who were marshaled on this or 
any other field! Covered with the wounds 
of war, begun and carried on in defense of 
great principles, without a sear of dishonor 
our confederacy fell, and liberty stood 
weeping at the grave of her youngest and 
fairest daughter, Our peerless military 
chieftain taught us that ‘human virtue 
should be equal to human calamity,’ and in 
a historic institution of learning, the illus- 
trious name of Lee—greater than which 
was never written in the annals of war, 
and fit for such companionship—was joined 
with that of Washington. Our great civil 
leader, sustained by conscious rectitude, 
in dignified silence, in majestic patience, 
stood amidst the ruins of hopes he had 
most ardently cherished, and taught us 
that human virtue could be equal to hu- 
man calamity! 

“The integrity of his private character, 
the stainlessness of his public record, the 
ability he brought to the highest station, 
his steadfast devotion to principle place 
him among the most most worthily distin- 
guished characters in American history. 
Standing here, in this presence, with a full 
sense of the responsibility imposed by this 
occasion and its surroundings, feeling in 
common with them an ardent attachment 
to a republic of states in a union whose 
peace they fervently pray may never be 
broken, for the people of Georgia, I declare 
what no propriety forbids, the truth justi- 
fies, and justice to her living and dead de- 
mands—that the character of- Jefferson Da- 
vis is worthy of the respect and admiration 
of all his countrymen. On the roll of con- 
federate leaders, if vicarious suffering can 
add to the claims of loyal and 4istinguished 
service, it stands pre-eminent. The sol- 
diers of our army resumed their places in 
peaceful pursuits and in every department 
of life have contributed thefr full share to 
all the advancement we now enjoy. Who- 
ever at any iime denied or doubted their 
sincerity must yield to the public factgof 
our tecent history. The delicate and dif- 
ficult question growing out of the situation 
in Cuba were entrusted to a distinguished 
confederate general, whose fidelity and skill 
won the plaudits of all his countrymen, 

“In the opening chapter of that history 
is written the name of Fitzhugh Lee. When 
the office of the diplomat was ended, the 
service of the soldier began. 
the disasters which might have ensued but 
for the brave counsel and unconquerable 
spirit displayed at Santiago by another g¢gal- 
lant confederate chieftain? When the war 
with Spain was proclaimed he was imone 
the first to answer his country’s summons. 
He did not zo in search of place, for this 
he already enjoyed as a member of the 
American congress. He did not seek per- 
sonal comfort, for he exchanged a residence 
in the national capital for a tent in the 
jungles of Cuba, and a seat in the house of 
representatives for the burning, sickening 
heat of a tropical sun. With him went 
two sons, willing servitors in their coun- 
try’s cause. But this is not all of this 
record of devotion. 

‘“‘A daughter, accustomed to al] high c*a- 
tion could confer and ample means pro- 
vide, surrendered these for life among the 
sick and wounded and dying on a foreign 
shore. After all this, when age and distin- 
guished service and sacrifice would justify 
the refusal of any further offering, he 
stands not only willing, but asking for an 
assignment to duty in war against uncivi- 
lized/ tribes, 7,000 miles distant from our 
nearest coast. .INo wonder as patriot, sol- 
dier, hero, the heart of the American people 
enshrines the name of Wheeler, and this 
man rode on this very battlefield under 
the confederate flag. The first sacrifice in 
the Spanish war was offered when Worth 
Bagley, the son of a confederate soldier, 
surrendered his pure young life at the post 
of duty in Cuban waters. A son of Georgia 
stood by the hero of Manila in an engage- 
ment which startled the world with gsur- 
prise and quickened its admiration for the 
American sailor, and on _ that bright 
page in our naval history is inscribed the 


name of Brumby with that of Dewey. From | 


thousands of homes in the states which 
composed the.confederacy went forth the 
descendants of confederate soldiers, like 
their fathers, to follow the flag of our coun- 
try wherever national] duty or honor might 
unfurl it. 

“This monument tells not only of the 
glories of war, but of the blessings of neace. 
It perpetuates the yalor of soldiers who 
fought against those who have furnished 
the foundation on which jit rests. The state 
has ceded soil it once defended with its 
treasure and blood to those who inv&ded it

with a destroying army, to erect memorials 


to the soldiers of that army. The national 


government has furnished, to be laid on 
ground dedicated to the preservation of the 
very lines of battle occupied by its army, 
the foundation of a structure dedicated to 
the soldiers who charged those very lines 
and swept them with destruction. Strange 
spectacle this, which witnesses such meet- 
ing of the victorious and the defeated, but 
sublime as it is strange. To the dead it is 
the tribute the brave pay the brave, and 
for the living the pledge that henceforth 
they he brethren. The dedication of this, 
honors the sentiment of the states which 
have erected monuments to the valor of sol- 
diers who fought on the other side in that 
struggle. They, too, deserve the admira- 
tion and praise expressed® by lasting me- 
morials. Let every state whose sons par- 
ticipated in this battle bring here its trib- 
ute. And then I would erect another. It 
should be the gift of al) the states. Its 
foundation should be broad and deep. Its 
endurance should withstand the wasting 
touch of time. In symmetrical proportions 
and massive grandeur it should rise column 
upon column, its lofty summit crowned 
with Swords sheathed and hands grasped, 
and on it I would write this inscription: 
Here lie the victor and the vanquished. 
They lived in duty done; they sleep in hon- 
ored graves. In memory of all her sons 
who fought in the war between the gtates— 
those who fought and won, and those who 
fought and failed—American patriotism 
erects this monument to American valor. 
“We this day celebrate a greater victory 
than was ever achieved over a foreign foe 
—the victcry of a great people over the 
passions and sentiments engendered by 
domestic war. Other nations have Songer 
ed the world and fallen the pitiable vicums 
of their own ungovernable passions. We 
have conquered ourselves. Whatever the 
future may have n store for us, We shall 
henceforth and forever dwell in peace 
among ourselves. Heaven grant aS peace 
with all the world, and all the world peace. 
It- ought to be so. The earth has drunk 
enough of the blood of her sons. Wars 
should cease. The wisdom of the world 
should devise some other method of set- 
tiling international disputes, and the hu- 
manity of the world demand its adontion. 
But if this cannot be, we may rest In tne 
assurance that the union of these states 
will never again be disrupted by sectional 
war. We rejoice today in a country re- 
un.ted, and forever. Let our joy be tem- 
pered by a sense of résponsibility. In ma- 
terial progress, while we look with pride 
on what we have already achieved, and 
contemplate the future with hope, let us 
hola fast to the principle proclaimed in 
the declaration of independence, and se- 
cured by the constitution of our country. 
That declaration is the most blessed 
evangel ever proclaiméd in human £g0v- 
ernment. It declared that the right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness was 
the birthright of man, and the purpose— 
the only true purpose—of government was 
not to confer, but to secure this right. 
The doctrine that had so long dominated 
the governments of the world—the divine 
right of kings to rule—was repudiated and 
that of the divine right of man to be free 
was proclaimed. The supreme need of the 
day is the reassertion and readoption in 
practical administration of the truth 
that government is made fat’ man and 
not man for the government. The great 
principles of that declaration were esteem- 
ed by our fathers of such value that to 
their maintenance they pledged their lives, 
their fortunes and their sacred honor. They 
are none the less worth our vigilance and 
devotion. Like the laws of ancient Israel, 
they should be in our hearts. We should 
teach them diligently unto our children, 
and talk of them when we sit in our 
houses, and when we walk by the way, 
when we lie down and when we rise up. 
We should bind them for a sign upon our 
hands, and they should be as frontlets be- 
tween our eyes, and we should write them 
upon the posts of our houses and %n our 
gates. For our domestic government, cur 
constitution is fully adequate to accom- 
Plish al] its exalted purposes. In our homes 
and schools, on the hustings and at the 
forum and through the press we should 
diffuse a knowledge of its principles end 
blessings, until there are none so ignorant 


they do not know and none so ungrateful 
they do not cherish them. The constitu- 
tion of our country is the supreme law of 
the land, and presidents and congresses and 
fovernors and legislatures and courts and 
people alike should bow before its majesty, 
and yield obedience to its authority. Upon 
lt rests the perfection and strength of our 
Politica] institutions. It preserved, they 
Shall stand; it overthrown, they shall fall. 
The events of the year just closed have 
opened a new volume in our history. No 
man can tell when its last chapter will be 
written nor what it will record. In solving 
the new problems which confront us, the 
teachings of our fathers and the traditions 
of our past, the wisdom of which has been 
vindicated by more than a hundred years of 
experience, should be the law of our con- 
duct. 

“If we are to enjoy prosperity at home 
and peace abroad, we must recognize the 
existence and authority of that Supreme 
Being whose law is above all human gov- 
ernments, whose power is stronger than 
armies and navies and whose righteous 
judgments are everywhere manifest in hu- 
man history. The Lord God of our fathers 
should be our God and the God of our chil- 
dren. If we maintain the supremacy of our 
constitution at home, if we regard the les- 
sons of the past in our intercourse with 
other countries, if we recognize as over all— 
our domestic and foreign affairs—the Di- 
vine Being to whom its founders committed 
the destiny of our republic, then our free 
American institutions shall survive the mu- 
tations of time and the vicissitudes of for- 
tune, their strength and vigor unimpaired— 
their harmony and unity undisturbed, their 
glory and beneficence undiminished. Then 
we will enjoy the reign of equal and just 
laws, over all factions and parties, over 
every section and state, over every class 
and interest, dispensing their blessings on 
all alike; other nations shall share the 
biessings we enjoy, and they and we help 
the oncoming, in grandeur and felicity, of 
that day the vision and hope of which has 
kindled sacred fires on the lips of prophecy 
and sustained and cheered the heart of 
faith since infinite love first promised re- 
demption to a fallen race. 

“The patriot voice which first cried from 
the balcony of the old statehouse in Bos- 
ton, when the declaration was originally 
proclaimed: ‘Stability and perpetuity to 
American independence,’ did not fail to add 
‘God save our American states.’ I would 
prolong that ancestral prayer. Now and 
always, here and eyerywhere, from our 
hearts and all hearts, from every altar in 
famiiy and church, from every patriotic 
and pious soul, let this prayer go up: ‘God 
save our American states.’ 

“What more shall I say? Why should I 
have spoken at all? Standing in this 
presence and amidst these environments, 
I feel that my voice should have been 
hushed by the voices all around us. This 
and the other memorials here erected. 
these trees, this river, prophetically named 
Chickamauga—River of Death—this over- 
shadowing mountain, the sky ahgve and 
the earth beneath—these, all these, to the 
listening ear and the appreciative soul 
are vocal with an eloquence to which my 
poor speech can add nothing of worth or 
beauty. The feeble words [I utter here 
shall perish with the passing hour. Their 
voices shall be like the voices of day and 
night in the inspired poetic conception of 
the psalmist; they utter no audible speech, 
no articulate language, but their sacred si- 
lence itself is speech! ‘Their lmnes shall go 
through all earth, and their words to the 
end of the wolrd.’ They shall tell of cour- 

age sustained by conviction, of duty 
faithfully done, of suffering heroically en- 
dured, of death bravely met in a great 
battle. and the survivors on both sides 
dwelling together as citizens of a common 
country, with mutual respect and in peace 
as lasting as the sleep of their fallen com- 
rades, of state pride and national glory. 
Here Ohio, and Illinois, and Michigan, and 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, and Indiana, 
ad Kansas, and Missour!, and Massachu- 
setts have brought their tributes to the 


|.sons who fought in the federal army. Here, 


too, Tennessee has reared her memorial 
to Forrest and the men wiio followed him 
and commemorated the herosim of her 
sons. And Kentucky has come with her 
memortal dedicated to her sons, who 
fougtt in both federal po Hp gy ao ars 
mies—Kentucky, the ho of Clay. and 
Crittendon, of Morgan and Hanson, the 
birthplace of Davis and Lincoln! 

“And now to this historic and consecrated 
place, enriched by so much to perpetuate 
the hallowéd memories of the past, to im- 
part inspiration for the present and hope 
for the future, Georgia brings her offering. 
Bowed by a mother's crief for the dead, 
yet sustained by a mother’s joy in the liv- 
ing, and exulting with a mother’s pride in 
the dead and living, who were marshaled 
here, confidently committing their claims 
to the highest distinction to the judgment 
of a just and an enlightened public opin- 
jon, invoking upon them and their poster- 
ity the richest blessings of heaven to their 
lasting memory and undying glory, she ded- 
icates this monument. 

“May it stand immovable as the foun- 
dations of yonder mountain, a worthy ex- 
pression of the love and gratitude which 
inspired it and ceaselessly ag the flow of the 
river at its base, proclaim the duty here 
performed—the valor here displayed, the 
fame here achieved. And in the years to 
come every son of the great state whose 
glory is augmented by the lives and death 
of those whose services and sacrifices it 
commemorates, looking upon it and recall- 
ing their names and deeds, his eye lustrous 
with patriotic pride, his heart aglow with 
patriotic fervor, may with rapture exclaim: 
Thank God, I, tov, am a Georgian.’’ 

When Major Black had concluded there 
were calls for Longstreet, and the venera- 
ble Georgian who piayed so important a 
part in the bloody events that made Chick- 
amauga famous, was compelled to rise and 
bow his acknowledgments. As he did s0 
he was given three hearty cheers. The for- 
mal exercises concluded with music. 


Not on the Bills. 


Before the party left the stand a pretty 
little incident not down on the bills oc- 
curred. Colonel] George Napier, of Monroe, 
rose and explained his apparent intrusion 
by saying that he had been given a com- 
mission by the members of the governor's 
staff. What he meant he explained this 
way: 

“The pleasant duty has been assigned me 
of claiming your attehtion for a very few. 
moments to a matter entirely persona] to 
the governor's staff. More than ever before 
I am proud of the fact that I can say with 
the great Scotchman, McGregor, ‘My foot is 
on my native heath;’ that I am a son of this 
soil and a native of the splendid county in 
which the monument to the confederate he- 
roes has been erected. That had nothing 
to do with the chance of my selection and 
notifi@ation an hour since that I would be 
ei upon to perform a pleasing presenta- 
tion, 

“That the entire staff should be devoted 
to Governor Allen D. Candler, himself a 
confederate veteran who, facing the oppos- 
ing army, as he always did, lost an eye 
while battling on the soil of the state, is 
to be expected. But there is another to 
whom we are attached by the ties of years 
and the additional devotion which loyal 
southerners feel for the qualities of virtue 
and womanly charm. 

“We are remembering in this way one of 
the women who toiled and wove for the 
men in gray and and never lost the cour- 
age and faith in the cause of the south that 
enabled them to send cheering words to the 
soldiers at the front—one of the women who 
touched the stream of war at its fountain 
head while the men plunged into its broad 
and turbulent current; one of the women 
who wove the magic influence of their devo- 
tion and courage into the texture of the 
imperishable history of southern valor. 

‘The figure of the soldier surmounting this 
proud shaft faces the north, the direction 
of those who were then cur enemies in 
war. The horses’ heads face the four points 
of the compass. Rack of the soldier in his 
intrepid march and of the drivers of the 
horses which drew the chariots of war was 
the influence of the southern women, the 
fiCwer of the womanhocd of all the world. 
The virtues of the women of the south are 
not engraved on perishable marble, but 
when the records of neaven are unfolded 
they will be found written there in charac- 
ters as durable as the volume of eternity. 

“The philosophers have never found any- 
thing with which to giid refined gold, or 
paint the lily, or throw a perfume on the 
violet, or add a color to the rainbow’'s tints: 
but the virtues of lovely womanhood do 
all this. 

“These ilttle mementos which I now pre- 
sent are of purest gold, refined as fully as 
the jeweler’s art can do its perfect work 
Mav they link to the memory of the wear- 
er this auspicious occasion and the love of 
tHe staff of cficers who are this Gay as- 
sembled about the chief executive of Geor- 
gia; and we know their gilding will be 
refined when they ere worn by the first 
lady of our state, the honored wife of 
Governor Candler.’ 

Mrs. Candler was taken entirely by sur- 
prise and could only bow her acknowledg- 
ments, though of course thanking the indi- 
vidual members of the staff for their re- 
membrance. This was in the shape of a 
very handsome pair of cuff Suttons. 

After this the members of the staff and 
the others of the governor’s party were 
grouped around the monument and pho- 
tographed. The visitors from Atlanta Ieft 
at 2 o'clock for €hattanooga and home, 
but many people remained later and spent 
the afternoon visiting and taking in the 
sights in the park. In every way Georgia 
day was a great success.

General MacArthur Expects To Wipe 
Luna’s Forces Off the Earth 
Within a Day or Two Un- 
less They Scatter or 
Surrender,

thur has carried San Tomas, after encoun- 
tering a strong resistance.

The Filipinos are retreating toward 
San Isidro, and it is expected that they 
will make a stand at Arayat, at which 
place the whole of the rebel forces in 
the province of Panpanga is concen- 
trating. 

It is reported that, tmpressed by recent 
events, the Filipinos are wavering in their 
allegiance to the insurrection and are likely 
to assume a neutral attitude, 

It seems as though General Antonio 
Luna’s forces are destined to destruc- 
tion within a few days unless they 
surrender or scatter. 

The American army has been skillfully 
posted at points of immense strategic ad- 
vantage. The insurgents expected them to 
advance on Ballinag by way* of Quingua 
and had furrowed the entire country be- 
yond Quingua with the strongest intrench- 
ments. Instead of taking this course, Gen- 
eral MacArthur swung toward San Tomas, 
the route to which was almost unprotected. 
General Lawton brought his brigade in 
against Balsuam from the southeast, cov- 
ering the line of retreat of the rebels to- 
ward the mountains and depriving them of 
a refuge upon which they had always 
counted, General Lawton captured 60,900 
bushels of rice, an important part of the 
stores established by the rebels. 

The Spanish commissioners have made 
another futile attempt for the rellef of 
Spaniards held*«prisoners by the Filipinos. 
Their vessels steamed to the port nearest 
Dagupan. Fearing to land, they sent a let- 
ter to Aguinaldo saying that they were 
authorized to give 15,000 Filipinos now in 
the hands of the Americans for the Span- 
§sh prisoners. <A reply was received from 
Senor Main!, Aguinaldo’s prime minister, 
which was dated April 2th, and which 
stated that Aguinaldo was negotiating for 
peace, pending which negotiations he could 
mot discuss the question of the exchange 
of prisoners. 

In spite of the peaceful overtures 
of their commissioners, the Filipinos 
vigorously resisted the advance of 
General MacArthur’s division from 
Apalit toward San Fernando, fighting 
desperately at long range after run- 
ning from trench to trench when 
driven out by the American artiliery. 

The movement commenced at half-past 5 
in the morning. General Hale’s brigade, 
consisting of five gatlings, under the com- 
mand of Major Young, of the Sixth 
lery: two battalions of the Fifty-first Iowa 
regiment, the First Nebraska regiment and 
the First South Dakota regiment, advanced 
along the road a few miles west of the 


artil- 


railway line. 


General Wheaton, with Hotchkiss and 
Gatling guns, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Naylor, of the Utah light artillery, 
mounted on handcars, pushed ahead, the 
Twentieth Kansas and First Montana regi- 
ments deploying to the right and left when 
feasible, 

The country traversed proved the 
worst yet encountered, miles of marsh- 
es and many unfordable streams de- 
laying the advance materially. 

Both brigades met with resistance simul- 
taneously approaching the river near 
San Tomas, which is about eight kilometers 
fom Apalit. The center span of the rail- 
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road bridge had dropped into the river, and 
the rebels had only left a small force to 
check Genera} Wheaton, their main body 
lining the strong trenches in front of Gen- 
eral Hale. 

Although the attacking force poured a 
heavy artillery 
the river, the stubbornly resisted 
for over an hour, ultimately breaking when 
Major Young shelled their left flank, and 


then retreating along the river bank under 
cover, 


and musketry fire across 


enemy 


General Wheaton in the meantime tried 
ineffectually to draw the fire of the Filipi- 
nos in the trenches east of the track. 

So soon as they discovered that the na- 
ture of the country would permit only a 
few skirmishes on each side of the em- 
bankment, the rebels regained their cour- 
age and fought desperately for three-quar- 
ters of an hour in the face of American vol- 
leys and a rapid fire fusilade, unt!l flanked 
by the Montana regiment. Then a general 
scramble ensued, most of the enemy board- 
ing trains that were in readiness and the 
others taking the road to San Fernando, af- 
ter burning the villages of San Tomas and 
Minalin, 

About noon General Wheaton crossed the 
broken bridge, cleared the stragglers out of 
the villages and advanced toward San Fer- 
nando. General Hale effected a crossing 
simultaneously, after a slight delay neces- 
sary to rephir a stone bridge. 

Our loss up to noon was two members of 
the Nebraska regiment and one of the Mon- 
tana killed; Captain Albrecht, three mem- 
bers of the Kansas regiment, two of the 
Montana, four of the Nebraska and one of 
the South Dakota wounded. The enemy's 
loss was very slight. 

After a short rest the advance was con- 
tinued, General Wheaton encountering the 
first series of intrenchments near San Fer- 
nando. The rebels now opened a hot fire. 

In addition to Colonel Funston, of the 
Twentieth Kansas, being wounded, one 
lieutenant was killed and four were wound- 
ed while leading four companies of the 
Kansas regiment to outflank the enemy. 

General Hale pushed along the road, 
flanking the trenches. 

More than a hundred sick and wounded 
men from General Lawton’'s Lrigade were 
brought to Manila from Malolos by last 
night’s train. 

The heat is unbearable. 


OTIS IS PUSHING HIS LINES. 
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War Department Satisfied with the 
Work of American Commander. 

Washington, May 4.—The war department 
is satisfied from the dispatches received 
from General Otis today that the American 
commander has put aside the insurgent 
temporizing over peace and has turned his 
attention to most aggressive tactics. The 
wisdom of this course was fully approved 
by officials here who have foreseen that 
the rebels needed further chastisement in 
order to bring them to a realizing sense of 
their position. The early dispatches from 
General Otis clearly defined the general 
pian of his latest movement. He is moving 
in two main columns, Major General Mac- 
Arthur pushing straight forward over a 
mine-mile stretch of country between Cal- 
umpit and the latest rebel stronghold, San 
Fernando, and Major General Lawton is 
directing a strong force under Colonel Sum- 
ner to prevent the insurgents from retreat- 
ing from San Fernando into the mountains 
to the north, 

The later dispatches showed there had 
been hot work in the expectation of this 
movement, particularly in General Mac- 
Arthur’s advance on San Fernando. The 
defeat of Luna at St. Tomas and the seat- 
tering of the insurgent forces leaves Mac- 
Arthur four miles from San Fernando, with 
a clear road before him. He will take 
the city tomorrow morning, according to 
General Otis’s plans. The taking of towns 
is no longer looked upon by the authorities 
here as of chief moment, the main consid- 
eration being to intercept the insurgents. 

General Lawton’s movement northward 
today to Maasin is designed to keep a body 
of American troops to the north of the 
rebels and between them and their line of 
retreat to the mountains. A successful 
execution of this move will leave the insur- 
gents well surrounded on the north, though 
there is a stretch of about seven miles 
from Maasin to the Rio Grande river, along 
which the rebels are retiring. If the rebels 
do succeed in getting into the mountains, 
war department officials believe they can- 
not continue organized resistance, as the 
mountain localities afford much less op- 
portunity for sustenance than the rice lands 
along the foothills and bottoms. The au- 
thorities are well satisfied with the 
manner in which our forces are placed.

WON’T RECOGNIZE SPAIN’S CLAIM 


Government Will Not Treat with the 
Madrid Government. 
Washington, May 4.—General Otis has 
not yet brought to the attention of the au- 
thorities here any claim on behalf of the 
Spanish government or its officials for the 
restitution of public moneys and properties 
seized hy the.American army of occupation 
upon the fall of Manila. The government 
here is without even accurate information 

as to the total yglue of these properties. 

It is surmised that the Spanish officials 
eti]] remaining in Manila have been encour- 
aged to attempt to secure the restoration 
of the funds seized by the American army 
tv the generous treatment accorded the 
Cortez brothers and other Filip'no claim- 
ants: but a different principle entirely is in- 
volved in the-Spanish claims, and while 
Our government might be disposed to treat 
liberally a bona fide ciaim of an individual 
Snaniard for restoration of property be- 
longing. to bimself, it is extremely doubtful 
whether the same treatment would be ac- 
corded a government claim. 

It is helieved here some of the claims 
which the Spanish people are interested in 
are those of religious corporations having 
semi-official connection with the Spanish 
government at Manila.

BUSH FIGHTING CONTINUES 


Mataafa Refuses To Comply with Oe- 
mands Not Backed by Germans, 


DEMONSTRATION AGAINST THE NATIVES 


The German Planter, on Whose Place 
the Original Trouble Occurred, 
Is Still a Prisoner on the 
German Warship and 
Will Be Retained. 


Auckland, N. Z., May 4.—Advices re- 
ceived here from Apia, Samoa, to April 27th 
state that the rebel loss by the shelling of 
the Mataafan stronghold.at Vailima by the 
warships of Great Britain and the United 
States was quite heavy. Many of the rebels 
were wounded. The house in which the late 
Robert Louls Stevenson resided was riddled 
with shot. On April 22d there was a sharp 
skirmish between rebels and Lieutenant R. 
A. Gaunt's brigade near the town of Vaili- 
ma. In this engagement one Mataafan was 


‘killed. The lines of the friendlies were at- 


tacked in the darkness at two points, but 
none of them was killed. 

On April 234 there was some bush firht- 
ing. Lieutenant Gaunt’s brigade, number- 
ing 900 men, advanced under a hot fire. The 
enemy lost several men, the bodies of the 
dead being dragged away. Of the friend- 
lies one was killed and three were wound- 
ed. The British Lieutenants Innes, Hick- 
man, Shuter and Heathcote, under Lieuten- 
ant Gaunt, led the royalists. 


The New Zealand government steamer 
Tutanoki had arrived at Apia with dis- 


patches announcing the request of the in- 
ternational peace commissioners that the 
inhabitants peacefully await their arrival 
from San Francisco. A meeting of the 
three consuls in view of this message was 
held, but without results, the German con- 
sul dissenting from the propositions of the 
two consuls. 


Admiral Albert Kautz, United States 
navy, and Captain Stuart, of the British 
cruiser Tauranga, wrote and dispatched 


through a French priest to Mataafa, order- 
ing him to withdraw his forces outside of a 
line ten miles long and six miles broad. 
Mataafa replied defiantly, refusing to with- 


draw unless the German consul and the 
captain of the German cruiser Falke 
agreed. Admiral Kautz and Captain Stuart 


thereupon sent an ultimatum to Mataafa 
threatening to compel the withdrawal of his 
forces. In support of th!s ultimatuma plan 
of action was decided upon. Lieutenant 
yaunt’s brigade was strengthened and a 
heavy gun was landed at Mulinuu and war 


rockets were got in readiness. Being 
informed of these preparations, Mataafa 
made prompt reply agreeing to withdraw 


immediately. On April 25th 
meeting of the King and 


an important 
his congress Was 


held. They were informed of the action 
that had been taken by the British and 
American naval commanders and gave it 
general approval. 

Lieutenant Gaunt’s brigade is now pa- 


trolling the prescribed area. 

King Tanu visited Admiral Kautz and 
Captain Stuart on board the American and 
English ships respectively and was received 
with the customary salutes on his arrival 
and departure. 

Hufnagel, the manager of the plantation 
upon which an-attack was made on British 
and American sailors resulting in the 
death of Lieutenant Freeman, of the Brit- 
ish navy’ Lieutenant Lansdale and Ensign 
John R.-Monaghan, of the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia, and two others, is still 
detained on board the German crulser 
Falke. The gun carriage from the Philadel- 
phia, which was lost at the engagement, 
had been recovered, but tthe gun is still in 
the hands of the rebels. 

Officials and leading residents of Samoa 
who have been interviewed all unite in 
saying that the charges of inhumanity on 
the part of British, which were made by a 
man named Laroch, are untrue. 

A majority of the inhabitants are highly 
dissatisfied with the cessation of hostilis 
ties. They say that Mataafa.is Neaten now 
and the trouble would all be ended _in a 
week or ten days were the advantage 
pushed. The rebels are delighted at the 
delay, which will give them time to refill 
cartridge shelis and build more forts. It is 
the general opinion that the {slands will 
be uninhabitable except for Germans and 
Frenchmen unless Mataafa and the rebel 
chiefs are severely punished. 

It is doubtful if British or American sub- 
jects will give much evidence before the 
international commission, owing to a fear 
that to express themselves candidly would 
interfere with trade relations. For this 
reason thhe evidence before the commission 
is likely to be one-sided. 

The statement by the German minister 
for foreign affairs, Baron von Ruelow, that 
Mataafa was unanimously elected king of 
the Samoan islands is denied in Samoa. 

The rebels admit that the result of the 
battle at Vailima was the greatest reverse 
they had ever experienced. They were as- 
tonished by the manner in which the beri- 
gade sustained its position in the face of a 
centinuous fire. They were also astonished 
at the final shelling of Vailima at which 
many of the rebels were badly wounded. 

Kautz Tells of Peace. 

Washington, May 4.—The following cable- 
gram has been received at the department 
from Admiral Kautz: 

“Auckland, May 4, via Apia, April 27.— 
Secrétary Navy. Washington: All quiet at 
Apia. Mateafa and hgs chief agreed to keep 
outside lines prescribed by British senior 
officer .prememie mes «4 2 2 tO we et lh 
peace until commission. « « There will 
not be more fighting.

The cablegram was mutilated fn transmis- 
sion over the cables, and in the process of 
resolving the cipher. Still its meaning is 
plain to the naval officials as confirming 
the press report that a truce has been 
agreed on in Samoa, and there will be no 
more hostilities pending the reaching of a 
conclusion by the commission on the way 
to the islands and due there in about two 
weeks. 


ALL TRANQUILLITY AND PEACE. 


German Advices from Samoa Indicate 
That Trouble Is Over. 


Berlin, May 4.~The National Zeitung pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Apia, Samoa, dated 
April 220d, whieh says: 

“The orders from London and Washing- 
ton to suspend hostilities have brought back 
tranquillity and peace. In compliance with 
the demand of the German consul, Mataafa 
has gone back-a long distance westward 
into the.dinterior, so that there will be no 
danger .of @ co@ilision between his troops. 
The Germans are naturally satisfied that 
our patience and impartiality have finally 
triumphed.” _. . re

The Council and the Depot. 

It is a frequent thing to read of the 
queer or unusual capers of city councils 
in one part of the country or another: 
but it is doubtful if, in the long list of 
freak actions which might be gathered, 
there is a single one which in childish 
absurdity stands as a counterpart to the 
remarkable proceedings of the city coun- 
cil of Atlanta yesterday. 

For years the city of Atlanta has been 
clamoring for a new passenger “depot 
which is absolutely demanded not only 
by the city, but by the traveling public 
as well, and the necessity for which is 
conceded by every railroad entering the 
city. 

The Constitution has on frequent occa- 
sions spoken very plainly with reference 
to the apparent desire of the railroads 
to temporize with the question and thus 
secure delay by one postponement after 
another on grounds which seemed to us 
to be unsubstantial. We can now be 
as plain with the city. 

In the discussion on yester- 
day between the’ city authorities, 
the railroads and the gtate’s representa- 
tives, in the railroad commission and 
the special depot commission, a definite 
proposition was evolved from the rail- 
roads, and this vexed question was again 
sent back to the city for action. The 
city authorities invited the railroads 
to send representatives before council 
at a special meeting called for Thursday, 
in order that the new proposition might 
be explained, after which the council 
could either approve or reject the plan 


_ Offered by the railroads. 


The council met yesterday, a special 
committee from the railroads was on 
hand ready to make its report, a motion 
Was made to adjourn; and in less than 
two minutes the council chamber was 
vacated, leaving the astonished. repre- 
sentatives of the railroads, who had been 
especially invited to appear before the 
council, as the sole occupants of the 
chamber. 

The action of the council is inexplic- 
able. It should have had the courage 
to vote its convictions. If it did not 
favor the plans offered by the railroads, 
it should have gone on record ac- 
cordingly in order that the railroad 
commission, as well as the railroads 
themselves, could have shaped further 
discussion of the question, so vital-to 
the interests of the city, with the knowl- 
edge of the city’s position on the last 
plan submitted. 

It was as little as the council could 
have done to have voted no on the propo- 
sition if it disapproved, and it could, 
without any material sacrifice to its dig- 
nity, have treated the representatives 
of the railroads with reasonable con- 
sideration, more especially ag they had 
been invited to appear before the coun- 
cil. 

The action of council yesterday again 
throws the whole depot problem in the 
air. Indeed, it seems now as if we are 
_ further away from the suggested new 
" depot than we have been any time dur- 
ing the past year. Our Nashville cor- 
respondent reports President Thomas, of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, as having remarked, upon hearing 
of the action of the Atlanta council yes- 
terday: 

Well, if Atlanta can stand the presen+ 
depot we certainly can, and I am incline] 


to believe that the next move to be made 
will come from the city and not from the 
railroads. We were ready to make the city 
a proposition in good faith and our repre- 
sentatives, having been invited, were there 
for that purpose. The council no doubt 


™ knows its business, and if it cares to let 


the matter rest where it is it wil] suit us. 
if it suits Atlanta. 


And so the much-mooted question of 
a new depot résts. The council prob- 
ably has some better excuse for its ac- 
tion than is apparent on the surface, but 
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offered than has yet been announced, 
the sentiment of the state and of. the 
railroad commission wiil no doubt be in- 
clined to the view that Atlanta is really 
not so serious as has been made to ap- 
pear in its contention for better depot 
| facilities.

Then the idea was in- 
jected into the discussion that since these 
foreign sellers might send the tobacco 
back into the state at a higher price. the 
effect would be to raise prices on the 
people of the state. The length to 
which the arguments. went would be tire- 
some to follow. 

The best comment on the folly of the 
bill was contained in the statement of 
Mr. Myers, that there had been on the 
Statute books since 1891, a law prohibit- 
ing the selling or the giving away of 
to minors, and that during 
all ‘thet time no prosecution had taken 
place under the law. although one-half 
of the fees went to.the informer. The 
could expect to fare no better, 
even if it should pass and receive the 
governors approval—a most improba- 
ble conclusion.

New England Provinciality. 
Nothing shows more clearly that New 
England is beset with provinelality than 
the fuss which has foliowed the publica- 
tion in The Atlantic Monthly of an ar- 
ticle by Mr. Rollin Lynde Hartt on “The 
New England Hill Town.” Let it be 


| Said at the outset that we use the word 


' 
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| the goose flesh’’ on 


““provinciality” with fear and trembling. 
Almost without exception, the New Eng- 
land literary editors use the term “pro- 
vincialism”’ when they undertake to de- 
scribe a provincial state or condition. 
Why they do so, we do not. know, and. 
it is only this ignorance that gives us 
courage to use the right word. 

We repeat, therefore, that nothing has 
gone further to deciare the hopeless 
state of provinciality into which New 
England has fallen than the comments 
of its newspapers and its ‘prominent 
citizens” on Mr. Hartt’s article. If the 
correspondent of a northern newspaper 
had visited -Lickskillet or Shoulderbone 
in the state of Georgia, and had judged 
the people of these towns by the obser- 
vations and experience of twelve hours, 
the resentment of the population could 
not be more bitter than that which has 
greeted Mr. Hartt’s article in The At- 
lantic Monthly. 

Why should this be so? 
more than one explanation. A town, 
whether in the hill or in the valley, 
whether in the east, or the west, or the 
south, ig so well known to itself, its 
parts have become so thoroughly ad- 
justed, the experience of one is so large- 
ly the experience of all so far as exterior 
things are concerned, that a plain fact 
put in print reads like an exposure. To 
tel] the truth about the life of the town 
or to state the conditions which rule by 
force.of custom, habit or necessity, is 
Simply to attack each individual as well 
as each interest. You cannot separate 
the two, as in a city. 

We observe that even The Springfield 
Republican, which relapses into poetry 
and Emersonian screeds when the sun 
shines warm, has made a violent protest 
against Mr. Hartt’s article, and, follow- 
ing this, a most dreadful onslaught has 
been made on him from all sides. If we 
are to judge Mr. Hartt by the style of 
his article, we should say that these at- 
tacks, no matter how coarse they may 
be, will on’y add to that feeling of self- 
complacency which he has inherited from 
the literary gods of New England. And 
this style may be one of the explanations 
of the virulence with which he has been 
attacked. His air- of superiority and 
self-sufficiency is calculated to send cold 
chills down the backs of strangers. In 
New England, it seems to to have “raised 
the cuticles of the in- 


There is 


habitant. 

In Mr. Hartt’s particular hill town the 
people are “cursed with mental and phys- 
ical aberrations;”’ they consist of ‘“‘the 
unambitious and the children of the un- 
ambitious;:”’ and among them “phan- 
tastic types abound. They “have not 
achieved the relativity of life.” Reduced 
to Mnelish, there is nothing in these de- 
scriptions to offend anybody who is men- 
tally able to lock over and beyond a 
ten-rail fence. But they are disturb- 
ing to the moral lights of New England 
who have for vears claimed for their 
section pre-eminence in all the various 
forms and shapes of civilization, enlight- 
enment and culture. 

Dr. Lyman Whiting, of East Charies: 
mont, Mass., 1s very much disturbed. g9 
much so, in fact, that he gives an exhi- 
bition of temper so typical as to show 
how c*osely the east and the south are 
allied {in their vocabulary. Hie says: 
“The Ishmaelitish screed, disgracing 
both the writer and the journal giving 
it place on its pages, is plainly the ti- 


rade of a dudish conceit. Its puling im- 


pudence ig mated with its long-eared 
mendacity.” This might have come 
fresh and warm from the gifted pen of 
The Shoulderbone Gazette. There is 
the same confusion of words, the same 
reaching out after words sonorous 
enough to frighten and heavy enough 
to crush. 

Nevertheless, it is only fair to say that 
if Mr. Hartt had amended his style in 
the direction of simplicity, and had iden- 
tified himself more sympathetically with 
the people of the hill town—for there 
never was an English-speaking town 
Since the world began that did not con- 
tain more lovable people than other- 
wise—no complaint would have been 
made against his article except by those 
who are the yictims of chronic pro- 
vinciality. 

His critics had seen only half of his 
article. The other half is printed in 
the May Atlantic, and it will probably 
drive the New England provincials mad. 
Mr. Hartt drops his high and mighty 
attitude; so characteristic of the Emer- 
sonian Club, which regards itself as su- 
perior to Revelation, and descends to 
characterization. He gives a few clev- 
er strokes here and there, but prejudice 
sticks out, instead of sympathy, and the 
reader’s enjoyment igs more than half 
spoiled. His conclusion is that the hill 
town which typifies rural New England 
can only be saved from the abomination 
of desolation by a man with a saratoga 
trunk, and the weapons of this mission- 


ary are to consist of a bundle of paste!s 
an old violin and the works of William 
Morris. 

This outfit is so cheap, comparatively 
speaking, that we wonder some mission- 
arv from Newark, N. J., does not un- 
dertake to reform New England and 
civilize its rural population. Seriously, 
however, we can find nothing in Mr. 
Hartt’s article to stir the bile of New 
Englanders. His air of superiority is 
irritating, but that air is so characteris- 
tic of New England when it seizes its 
fountain pen that we wonder it has at- 
tracted attention in that region. 

The New York Sun says the article has 
caused “joy among the ungodly in the 
south,” but why? ‘The ungodly as well 
as the eodly here have known all along 
that New England’s pretensions of st. 
periority are idle dreams begot of moon- 
shine. Mr. Hartt tells us nothing new. 
One rural English-speaking community 
is as like another as two peas. One 
may have the whing of the down-easter 
and the other may have the whang of 
the Georgia cracker, but there is no es- 
sential difference in their outlook and 
their characteristics. Lowell knew per- 
fectly well that ‘‘Hosea Bigelow” was the 
grandson of a Jones county planter, 
while “Sut Lovingood” was the harum- 
scarum son of a Maine school-marm. 

If the Government Is Wise. 

If those who are now in charge of the 
United States government are Wise, they 
will stop the attempt to force negro in- 
trusion, even officially, upon white 
homes, 

While the employment of negro letter 
carriers causes no friction in the cities, 
it is altogether unwise to carry the ex- 
periment into the rural delivery system. 
The contest which has just arisen in 
Bibb county has had the effect which 
might well have been anticipated. The 
people of the rural districts there ob- 
jected to giving negroes the unrestrained 
right to approach their farmhouses dur- 
ing the absence of the male members of 
the family. and often of the mother as 
well. Care for the home is commend- 
able, fear of tramps is ever present, and 
every suggestion of prudence points out 
that the public service should be so per- 
formed as to meet the approval of the 
people served, rather than the gratifica- 
tion of mén with axes to grind. 

Even the local government officer, re- 
publican though he was, recognized the 
exigency, and annointed two white men. 
This has been held up at the department 
in Washington, on the protest of a negro 
agitator whose aim is not the public 
service. but the assertion of negro rule. 
As was to be expected, Bibb county wil) 
dispense wlth rural! delivery rather than 
submit to such indignity. 

iisdcassasie 
Speaking About “Traitors.” 

The New York Tribune devotes a col- 
umn of editor:al grief to ‘‘Dealing with 

‘raitors.’ This is a familiar subject 
with The Tribune, but, contrary to its 
custom, it fails, in this instance, to 
locate upon what part of the map this 
“treason” flourishes. 

According to The Tribune, the country 
has passed through a deadly peril, in 
which the president and other officers 
of the government have been lampooned. 
It is not easy, says The Tribune, “to im- 
agine a much more sgerious offense 
against the government, and against the 
nation itself, than these men have de- 
liberately, defiantly and insolently com- 
mitted.” Nevertheless, The Tribune, 
taking its cue of kindness from the gov- 
ernment, dismisses the subject by say- 
ing: 

Yet, as we have said, our government has 
Leen amazingly patient with them. And even 
now. when their conduct becomes simply 
unendurable, it tempers its justice with so 
much mercy that we might more properly 
say it deals with them with mercy slight- 
ly tinctured with justice. It will not im- 
prison them, nor even fine them. It will 
not go so far as to suppress In this coun- 
try the reckless screeds thev are putting 
forth, in which scurrility and treason are 
about equally commingited. It merely de- 
crees that their precious stuff shall not be 
sent through the United States mail to the 
Philippines, to cause more trouble there. 
It has already caused enough. It has caus- 
ed the loss of hundreds of lives, and the 
expenditure of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. It is responsiLle for a large share 
of the contumacious lawbreaking which our 
troops are striving to suppress. To say 
that no more of it shall be sent thither is 
as reasonable as to decree that a man shall 
not scatter sparks in a powder magazine. 

Not the greatest triumph, in thig era 
of strange comminglings, which has 
been made public, is that of The Tri- 
bune over its own previous virulent tem- 
per. Still the readers of that paper 
might have been enlightened as to the 
locality of the event of which it speaks.

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LA SCIENTIST’S DREAM , 
AND ITS TERRORS 


Some time ago > ie Godfrey L. Norrman 
read a thrilling account of the great earth- 
quake which destroyed the old city of Port 
Royal in the West Indies. 

The narrative interesteq him, and he 
could not dismiss it from his mind. 

His fondness for sgeljentific studies had 
caused him to devote considerable attention 
to such exceptional freaks of nature, and 
the story of the Port Royal disaster ied him 
to speculate upon the possibilities of simi- 
lar calamities in future. 

One evening the matter came up while he 
was conversing With a friend who took a 
deep interest in such subjects, and in the 
course of their talk some startling theories 
and suggestions were discussed. 


“What would be the result if an earth- 
quake shouid tear up the isthmus of Pana- 
ma?’’ asked Mr. Norrman’s friend” 

“It would be far-reaching in its effects,’’ 
was the reply, “and it would doubtless 
make the region we live in uninhabitable.” 

“You are right,’’ said the other, “I have 
studied the matter for years, and I have 
formed some very positive opinions about 
it. The great earthquakes &f the past in 
the tropics may be repeated. ‘Possibly they 
will occur in new localities, and on a gi- 
gRantic scale. The Panama isthmus 1s only 
about fifty miles wide. Now, it would be 
easy for a big earthquake te tear a chasm 
Several miles wide through that narrow 
strip of land.” 

“Just so,”’ assented Mr. Norrman. 

“Very well,” continued the prophet of 
evil. “It is understood that the Pacific is 
perhaps fully two inches lower than the At- 
lantic. You Know what would happen.”

“the gulf stream would change its course.’

There was more talk on the same line, 
and at a late hour Mr. Norrman went to 
bed with his head full of some very sensa- 
fonal theories, facts and predictions. 

Naturally, he had a dream, and it goes 
without saying that it was a holy terror.

At first the dreamer found it very pleas- 
ant. He was on one of tne islands near the

The solitary watcher on the beach felt 
too weak to walk to a place of shelter, and 
he was glad to sit down where a huge rock 
Shielded him from the gale. 

He remained there some two or three 
hours. The ships were no longer visible. 
Great masses of white fog advanced from 
every quarter, and a heavy snow began 
falling. 

The white fog began freezing, and big 
masses of ice could be seen n tre gulf, 
circling around the island, while in the dis- 
tance icebergs loomed up in all their white 
and awful] splendor. 

Unable to move, the man by the rock felt 
that he was rapidly and surely freezing to 
death. The ground about him was covered 
with ice and snow. He was chilled to the 
very narrow, and shivered like ar aspen 
leaf. 


No human being ever suffered more than 
Mr. Norrman during that frightful ordeal. 
Certain death apparently was his doom, 
and he gave up all hope. His tortures were 
so unbearable that he was enxiruis to die 
and end his misery. His ears, nose, feet 
and hands were frozen, and it was impossi- 
ble for him to crawl. 

Yet his mind was abnormally active. He 
recalled all that he had ever read and heard 
about the horrors of arctic life, and he felt 
the keenest curiosity about the extent of the 
earthquake and its effects upon the south 
Atlantic and gulf states, 

Even in those moments of excruciating 
pain his thoughts turned to Georgia, and 
he laughed deliriously when he pictured to 
himself the astonishment of the promenad- 
ers in their spring costumes on Peachtree 
street when they lost thetr climate at one 
fell swoop, and found the snow drifts pil- 
ing Up around them. 


But human endurance has its limit. 

A tremendous howl exploding from his 
own throat awoke Mr. Norrman, and leap- 
in2 from his bed, with chattering teeth ani 
shaking limbs, he made a rush for the 
grate, and got as close as he possibly 
could to the fire. 

It was a pleasant spring night, but he was 
nearly frozen, and it took an hour to re- 
store his circulation. 

“That was the worst dream I ever had,”’ 
said Mr. Noorman, “and it makes me shiv- 
er to think of it.”’

Havana, ‘May 4.—Governor General 
Brooke today signed the commissioris of 
the president and associate justices of the 
recently constituted supreme court of 
Cuba. The tribunal, as now made up, con- 
sists of Senor Antonio Gonzales de Men- 
doza, president, and Senors Pedro Gonzales 
Lorente, Jose Garcia Montos, Lu's Estevez 
Romero, Eudaldo Tamayo, Angel betan- 
court and Rafael Cruz Perez, associates. 

Senor Federico Mora, who has held the 
post of civil governor of Havana, is ap- 
pointed attorney general. All the justices 
are well known jurists, men of untarnished 
reputations and possessed of wealth enough 
to place them beyond temptations to abuse 
their trust. More than this, the selections 
satisfy all the legitimate political considera- 
tions, the four principal provinces being 
represented. J 

Senor Mora, the attorney general, has 
proved virtually the onfy civil governor 
who has thoroughly adjusted himself to the 
policy of the American administration. He 
Was educated at Fordham, N. Y. His suc- 
cessor as civil governor has not yet been 
named. 

Senor Jose Antonio Gonzales Lanuza. 
secretary of justice in General Brooke's 
cabinet of advisers, has submitted the first 
draft of proposed decree regulating mar- 
riages, whose object it is to legalize those 
performed by protestant clergy and by 
civil] functionaries. The draft makes the 
civil ceremony without exception essential, 
leaving marriage performed solely accord- 
ing to religious rites illegal. It also ex- 
tends the divorce privilege. The decree 
which originated in the opposition to giving 
the Roman Catholic clergy a monopoly in 
performing’ marriage ceremonies, apparent- 
ly goes to the opposite extreme and General 
Brooke has not yet given it his approval. 

Monsignor Manuel Santander y Frutes, 
bishop of Havana, is understood to com- 
plain of a disposition on the pari of Cuban 
civilian government to attack the church 
unGuly in the settlement of cemetery, mar- 
riage and cognate questions and to regard 
the advisery cabinet as inclined to act in 
these matters to the prejudice of the 
Church.

Coffee. on the contrary, is in a most de- 
pressed condition, ranging from 12 to 6 
cents per pound, the lowest ever got, and 
profitless. The island probably is as fertile 
a spot as there is on the globe. Oppressive 
taxation and Spanish imposition have run 
things down, while the poor people are not 
yet very much better than a year ago, 
Things are improving slowly, and the peo- 
ple are disposed to take advantage of 
their new opportunities. Already from 40 
to 600 natives have enlisted as part of the 
army for Porto Rico. All of the insular 
police are natives. What army may be 
necessary to safeguard the island’s inter- 
ests will be made. up eventually entirely of 
Porto Ricans.

A check will be given by the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia to the assignors of the 
Atlanta Railway Company and the Atlanta 
railway system will then be under the en- 
tire control of the Consolidated and ready 
to be placed into a consolidation of both 
lines. 

This will complete the deal which has 
been rumored for some time and which a 


few days ago became a reality. A few 


months past the two systems of roads were 
in the midst of a bitter fight for franchises 
in different portions of the city. 

The Trust Company of Georgia and cer- 
tain capitalists in Baltimore, seeing the 
benefit that would be derived from a con- 
solidation of the two systems and believing 
that the street railways of the city under 
one management would be a paying invest- 
ment, began their efforts to bring the com- 
panies into one. 

Considerable work was required. An op- 
tion was obtained by the Trust Company 
of Georgia, which is a very large stockhold- 
er in the Consolidated, on the stock of the 
Traction line. This was granted, and in a 
short time it was 
more that the Consolidated had purchased

the Atlanta railway line. 
This announcement was verified a day 
later in Atlanta by the officers of the Con- 
solidated, 
The new railway company will be capital- 
ized at $5,000,000. Two million dollars of 


} bonds will be issued, and these will be used 


to pay off the debts of the bonds of the 
Consolidated, and another large amount will 
be used to purchase the Traction line. 

The stock has been largely sold-in Atlan- 
ta and every opportunity has been given 
parties in this city to buy the stock and 
the bonds of the new company. 

The deak which will be concluded today 
will mark the beginning of the new system, 
which promises to be the most influential 
corporation in the city. 

A meeting of the stockholders will be held 
very soon, at which the officers for the 
new company will be chosen and a board 
of directors elected.

Dr. Toepel Offers To Give Instruction 
to Both the Teachers and the 
Pupils Free of Charge from 
September Until Feb- 
ruary. 


The board of education met in secret ses- 


gion yasterday afternoon and acted on 
several important matters. 

The committee on the open sessions ques- 
tion submitted an adverse report, which 
was adopted. A substitute to the report was 
submitted by Hamilton Douglas, but was 


lost. 

The committee on religious privileges sub- 
mitted a majority report, which calis for 
the marking of pupils when absent from 
school on church calendar days. This re- 
port was signed by Chairman L. Z. Rosser 
and J. G. Bloodworth and was adopted. 
Oscar Pappenhelimer submitted a lengthy 
minority report. 

The report of the committee on schools 
and teachers, which calls for several im- 
portant changes, 

A resolution, introduced by Mr. Pappen- 
heimer, recommending that the board ac- 
cept the proposition of Dr. Theo 
to give free instruction to 
pupils in athletic exercises, was adopted 
unanimously. 

A communication from William Riley 
Boyd on the subject of corporal punish- 
ment, also submitted by Mr. Pappenheimer, 


was read and adopted. 


Toepel 
teachers and 


was referred to the committee on schools 
and teachers. 

In the vote on the open sessions and reli- 
gious privilege questions W ood- 
ward, Parks, Turner, Rosser and Blood- 
worth voted for, and Messrs. Douglas and 
Pappenheimer against the adoption. On the 
minority report of Mr. Pappenheimer and 
the substitute of Mr. Douglas the vote was 
exactly reversed. 

The effect of yesterday's session is that 
the two mooted subjects, open sessions of 
the board and demeriting children when 
absent from school on religious holidays, 
both of which have caused consideraple 
controversy, are definitely disposed of. 

The Session in Detail. 

The board met promptiy at 3 o'clock. 
Those present were Messrs. Douglas, Pap- 
penheimer, Turner, Parks, Woodward, Ros- 
ser and Bloodworth. In the absence of 
President Smith, Hamilton Douglas acted 
as chairman. 

After the disposal of business of minor 
importance, Chairman Rosser, of the com- 
mittee on open sessions, submitted the fol- 
lowing report: 

After full consideration, your commit- 
tee begs leave to report that after dili- 
gent and earnest consideration we be- 
lieve that the manner of holding the 
sessions of this board as heretofore prac- 
ticed is for the best interests of the 
schools. 

We therefore recommend, 

First, That executive sessions be, as 
heretofore, the rule of this board, 

Second, That public gessions, as.in the 
past, may be held for the consideration 
of ail proper public questions by a ma- 
jority vote of this board, and all parties 
interested in such questions shall be 
fully heard. L. Z. ROSSER,

Any way, he 
begged that we send for the widow, and I 
did so. She seemed to manage him all 


right, but did not Know how to nurse him, 
and | took him in charge. I1 don't like the 
way she has treated my boy, and I dislike 
the influence she seems to have over him. 
We had to send for the police to take our 
boy to the police barracks, and from there 
he was sent to the insane asylum. Do you 
know why he came back home so soon from 
the asylum? Well, let me tell you. Garnett 
gave a letter to Dr. Arrewood, who had 
been a patient there, and the letter con- 
tained a telegram directed to the superin- 
tendent of the asylum at Milledgeville, and 
bearing the nume of my husband. Garnett 
wrote the telegram and signed his father's 
name. He sent it in the letter by Dr. Arro- 
wood to the widow and told her to send the 
telegram from Atlanta. And she did it. 
That was the trick by which Garnett got 
away from the asylum. He returned Fri- 
day, a week ago, and did all right until two 
nights ago, when he went to the widow's 
housé to see her and her daughter. They 
say he had a spell over there. When he 
came home it was 12 o'clock, and he had 
another bad spell, and we had to run from 
the house and call in the police again. 
Now he is once more in the insane asylum.”’ 


The Cause of the Malady. 


Mrs. Norwood was asked what she sup- 
posed was the cause of her son’s strange 


malady, and she replied: 

“LT can't say that I Know. My husband 
thinks it is caused by the blow on the 
head, but I have noticed that he hase the 


spells when he has been with that woman 
and her daughter. The woman may give 
him something. I don’t like to believe in 
such a thing as they call conjure, but it 
certainly looks queer. You know, the widow 
is always talking to Garnett about marry- 
ing her daughter? I have told my son to 
go and marry the girl if he wished to, but 
he has said he was in no hurry about it.’’ 

As she finished speaking, Mrs. Norwood 
dropped her face in her hands and wept 
bitterly. 

The physicians at the M&tiedgeville asylum 
have promised to operate on young Nor- 
wood if they find that the blow from the 
brass knucks is the cause of his spells of 
mania, and the young Man may return 
sound and well to his home, his mother and 
his sweetheart.

Davis will be held at Charleston during the 
The exercises will occur on the 
second day of the reunion and the flags will 
be draped in mourning as a mark of respect 
to the deceased ‘‘Daughter of the Confed- 
eracy.”’ The opening prayer for the memo- 
rial exercises will be offered by Bishop 
Ellison Capers, of Columbia, 8S. C., and the 
oration in memory of Miss Davis will be 
delivered by Hon, Bennett H. Young, of 
Launisville, Ky. . The. benediction will be 
proneuncedeby Rey, J. William Jones, D. D., 
chaplain géneral of the confederate vet- 
erans, 

This information is contained in a gen- 
eral order, numbered. 212, and issued May 
ist from the headquarters of the United 
Confederate Veterans’ Association, New 
Orleans. General John B. Gordon, com- 
manding also desires that the custom of 
holding memorial exercises be hereafter 
held at all reunions in memory of deceased 
veterans. 

His general order upon the subject fol- 
lows: 

The general commanding announces 
that after the convention is fully organ- 
ized for business on the second day, llth 
instant, exactly at noon, the convention 
will adjourn without further notice and 
the flags will be draped in mourning as a 
mark of respect to the memory of the 
beloved ‘‘Daughter of the Confederacy.’”’ 

The hour following has been set apart 
by him, and will be dedicated exclusively 
to the ‘‘Winnie Davis memorial ser- 
vices,’’ at which hour all the veterans 
will join in the holy ceremony of paying 
honor to the cherished memory of this 
peerless woman whose name will ever 
be linked with the southern cause and 
whose memory is enshrined in the hearts 
of every confederate survivor, 

The opening prayer on this occasion 
will be delivered by Bishop Ellison Ca- 
pers, of Columbia, 8S.

Ordinary Hulsey, Chairman Palmer and 
County Attorney Will Meet. 


TO FILL BOARD VACANCY 


Judge Hulsey Will Probably Decide on 
the Day for Voting. | 


ONLY TWO CANDIDATES NOW IN RACE 


More Candidates May Come Out This 
Week, Although None Are Now 
in Prospect. 


Ordinary Hulsey was yesterday notified 
of the vacancy existing in the board of 
county commissioners by County Clerk 
Kontz. At the meeting of the. board held 
Wednesday the vacancy was declared to 
exist. 

Judge Hulsey did not fix the day for the 
election yesterday, but said that he would 
have a conference with the chairman of the 
county board and the county attorney and 
any other of the members of the board that 
can be brought together, and arrange a 
day for the election. 

At this meeting the time will be discussed. 
It is not yet known when will be the best 
time for the election to be held. Chairman 
Palmer, of the board, thinks that an early 
day should be determined upon in order 
to have the extra member on the board so 
that it can transact the business which is 
now undisposed of on account of,the exist- 
ing deadlock, 

Judge Hulsey says he will be guided by 
the wishes of the members of the board 
and the county attorney. The day may be 
set for the latter part of June, as it is 
thought this wil’ give the residents of the 
country an opportunity to come to the tax 
collector's office and register. 

The registration books, which were open- 
ed for the purpose of allowing those resi- 
dents of the city who wished to express 
themselves in the recent bond election, will 
lessen the number of persons who will reg- 
ister for the approaching election. 

There were about 2,400 who signed’ the 
suffrage rolls for this contest. The resi- 
dents of the country did not participate 
in this election, however, and all of them 
will have to register for the year. 

The books close twenty days before the 
election and a sufficient time is desirable to 
allow those in the furthermost parts of the 
county to come into the city and qualify. 

At the present time there are only two 
candidates in the race for the place, and it 
is probable that there will be no more en- 
tries, Captain C!ifford Anderscn, from the 
north side, and S. B. Turman, from the 
south side, are the only two candidates. 

The friends of both are active and the 
race will very likely, from. present indica- 
tions, be a close one. It Was expected that 
as soon as the olficial announcement was 
made there would be a number of new 
persons to announce for the office. Thus 
far none have announced and the race is 
narrowing to the two persons Who are now 
out for the place,

In the Supreme Court. 

Yesterday morning the clerk of the su- 
preme court called the case against Land. 
The defendant was not present, and it is 
probable the license which has been 
to him to practice before that court will be 
revoked, 

The question of admission to the state 
bar will have to be decided by the superior 
court. Land has for some time stood very 
high at the Columbus bar and has obtaived 
by his manner the respect and contidence of 
the members of the bar and the peuple of 
that section. 

He has been practicing law at the bar 
of Columbus for some time, and performed 
his duties faithfully and wag rising rapid- 
ly in the profession when the facts related 
came to light through a letter from two of 
his indorsers. 

When he was about to make application 
to the supreme court for admittance Henry 
R. Goetehius and J. M. McNeil signed his 
application and certifiec to his goca moral 
and professional character. 

A short time ago a letter containing the 
following was received by the clerk of the 
suj'reme court from Goetchius and MeNeil: 

“In October last Mr. H. M. Land, of this 
city, stated to us tnat he intended applying 
for admission tv the bar of the supreme 
court, and asked us to certify to his moral 
and professional charucier, he at the time 
presenting a certificate already drawn. 

‘Mr. Land had been Living here for s°®v- 
ers] yeurs, and curing that time hal been 
practicing law in all the courts, including 
the superior court, and as he had been 
practiclac before the eourts so long and 
Was recegnized us 2 member of the bar, 
we acid not entertain a doubt that he had 
been regularly admitted, and therefore had 
no ‘hesitation in signing the certificate 
which he presented, 

After his admission to the bar of the su- 
preme court, however, we heard rumors 
to the effect that he had never been admit- 
ted to practice in the superior courts, and 
asked him to furnish us some evidence of 
his. having been admitted to the bar, hut 
he did not do this. We are informed that 
at the March tcrm, 1899, of Talbot superior 
court Mr. Land made application for admis- 
sion to the bar, and that he failed ‘o pass 
a satisfactory examination, and- the com- 
mittee declined to recommend him for ad- 
mission. 

“Afterwards Mr. Land applied to the su- 
perior court of Fulton county for admis- 
sion to the bar, claiming to have been :d- 
mitted and licensed to practice in the state 
of Alabama. Upon this evidence a license 
was issued to him by the superior court 
of Fulton county, but we are informed 
that there is some doubt as to the authen- 
ticity of the documentary evidence present- 
ed by him. We do not desire to do any- 
thing that will injure Mr, Land and we do 
not charge that he has imposed upon the 
court, but we desire to set ourselves right 
before the court, inasmuch as we 
his eertificate, and under the circumstances, 
we feel it our duty to submit the matter 
to the court and to state that we were mis- 
led into signing the certificate, and as we 
are not satisfied ourselves that Mr. land is 
entitled to practice in the courts, ‘ve sub- 
mit the facts for such action as the court 
may think proper.”’ 

Land’s Answer. 

The heating of Land's case will come up 
in the cunerior court on Mey 12th, when he 
must answer the charges preferred against 
him. The court says it feels that there 
lias heen a gross imposition perpetrated, 
and that the claims of Mr. Land thag he 
was admiited to the practice ot law in tne 
stete of Alabama are altogethe spurious. 

Tne following is a part of the answer 
fiied by Land in the supreme court.
